(i) the two address bits and 

(ii) a plurality of logic functions; 

at least one multiplexer adapted to receive at least one of the plurality of binary values; 

at least one decoder for decoding at least one other address bit; and 

at least one other multiplexer, where the output of the at least one multiplexer is provided 

to said at least one other multiplexer, the output of the at least one other multiplexer being said 

read-only data.
